If you've tuned into Mohawk 
Radio 101.7fm lately, there's a 
fairly good chance that the only 
thing you heard was the buzz of 
dead air. Serious financial prob- 
lems have forced CKHQ to cut 
back on broadcast time and limit 
many of their programming 
events. 

A benefit concert has been 
organized by le Regroupement 
de solidarité avec les autochtones 
and the Friends of CKHQ to raise 
funds for the station so that they 
can get back on the air full-time. 

CKHQ was established in 
1 987 to preserve and promote 
the culture and language of the 
Mohawk people of Kanehsatake. 
The impetus for the creation of 
the station stemmed from the

The station's financial prob- 
lems started shortly after the 
crisis ended. The Do/7y spoke to 
CKHQ volunteer Susan Okes. 
"The station used to get more 
support from the Native com- 
munity, but since the decline in 
funding it hasn't been the same," 
she said. 

"Without money, you lose the 



listeners. The station can do a lot 
in production if we have the 
time and money. We have a 
mandate but because of a lack 
of funding we can't always fulfill 
it." 

The benefit concert on De 
cember 4 will include such 
performers as singer-songwriter 
Karen Young, a traditional Jew 
ish dance band the Bagg Street 
Klezmer Band, the Montreal rap 
duo Shingi and the Rap Poet, 
funk band Mai Jing, Celtic funk 
rock band Mother Son and local 
cabaret band Rhythm Activism. 

The show will also feature a 
young prize-winning Native 
poet, Jamie Nelson, who will 
read some of his works, and the 
book-launching of a collabora 
tive work entitled Not Guilty: The 
Mohawk Trial. 

Norman Nawrocki, a mem 
ber of Rhythm Activism and an 
organizer of the benefit said, 
"We went for a mix in organiz 
ing the event. It will definitely be 
a full and exciting night."

Look! Racists! Over there! 

Convenient for the socially-awarc McGill student who can easily 
muster disgust for Holocaust revivalism, but isn’t comfortable dealing 
with racism and anti-Semitism closer to home. 

Meanwhile, covering the KKK is an easy way for the media ( Daily 
included) to fill our racism quota for the week. Oh, look, aren't we 
liberal ! Wc just confronted racism! 

Witness the current media orgy over nco-nazi attacks in Germany. 
These attacks are certainly real atrocities which ruin the lives of real 
people — but we suspect more lives are ruined by racist law’n’ordcr- 
spoutin’ apparatchiks than by disaffected kids brainwashed by white 
supremacy. 

And we’re suspicious of media that cover racism in Germany, but 
not at home. 

It’s far too easy to concentrate our efforts and attention on blatant 
manifestations of bigotry, while ignoring the racism that pervades the 
institutions that run our lives. Africana studies ? Hut the KKK’s here — 
we’ve gotta run them out of town! And I’m not so sure about that Black 
professor thing, anyhow. 

The KKK and similar groups, however evil, are also pretty marginal.

Much better to confront racist anti-’erime’ ethics which says it 
makes sense to inspect the homes of welfare recipients for any sign of 
cheating — while ignoring much higher levels of cheating on income 
tax among the rich. 

Or how about the one that says it’s not racist to deny Hirst Nations 
peoples the rights they have never given up — that if the white 
govcrnmcntdocsn’tchargethemtaxeson goods they can’tafford, that’s 
enough — instead putting them on shrinking pieces of land which can 
be polluted until the only means of making money have often enough 
inconveniently been defined as illegal. 

It’sa truism — which a frightening number of McGill sludentsdon’t 
seem to get — that racism is prejudice plus power (which is why talk of 
reverse discrimination is so ridiculous). For their part, the KKK haveall 
the prejudice you can imagine, but they mostly don’t have the power to 
make it mean much. The real anti-racist has bigger enemies. 

So next time you feel an urge to stomp on a racist skin, at least give 
a thought to stomping on a racist Prime Minister instead.

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Director of Chomsky film trashes corporate media

Manufacturing Consent is a 3-hour film 
about an anarchist named Noam Chomsky 
— and it's filling movie houses all over 
North America. Mark Achbar, one of the 
producers, dropped by the Daily this week. 



Dally : Travelling around the world, 
promoting the film, it must be so 
much fun! 

Mark Achbar: It may be your idea of 
fun. My idea of fun is not going off and 
doing 25 interviews. That's what it was 
like, going from interview to interview. Mv 
vision of Australia is the insides of radio 
studios and little cafés with tape recorders 
apparently welded onto the tables. And, 
okay, so I spent half and day on a topless 
beach — and yes, / went topless. But that 
was it, really. 

But travelling in the making of the film, 
that's just headaches, and production lo- 
gistics, and no half-days on the beach. 
That's totally work. A lot of shlepping, and 
logistics, and hassles, and running around 
— and worrying about how the hell we're 
gonna pay for all this. It's not devoid of 
stress. 

Did you guys spend time with 
Chomsky while you were making 
the film? 

It's not like we hung out and were best 
buddies or anything. But one of the nicest 
moments was in a cafeteria, in Massachu- 
setts, where everybody was pitching in. 
And there was Noam, cleaning the tables. 
You know, "Would you lift your plate, 
please?" And at the same time, we were 
having this conversation with him, and I 
was just dying, wishing I had a camera for 
this moment, just dying 1 . Andyou know we 
don't have much of that kind of stuff in the 
film, and maybe for the better, really. But 
it was a lovely moment that I regret miss- 
ing on film, alas. 

Is It paying off? 

You don't make any money at this. It's 
like, I can't remember, something ridicu- 
lous. I think we make less than 2%. So out 
of your five dollars that comes to the door 
of your average cinema, we get about five 
cents. 

How do you eat? That's criminal. 

We manage to collect pop bottles and 
beer bottles. At the Parallèle, we've been 
selling little booklets and buttons for a 



dollar, and I think we actually make more 
money doing that than showing the film, 
frankly. Yeah, it's grim, isn't it? It's like 
selling Batman trinkets. 

How about selling a T-shirt of 
Chomsky with a football in his 
hand? 

Yeah! Alright! 

What do you think of his sports 
theory? 

"Sports Rap, With Noam Chomsky" ... I 
think there's some truth to it. He said, 
sports "offers people something to pay 
attention to that's of no importance." And 
it's true. Noam has a great deal of respect 
for sports fans, 'cause he listens to them 
call into radio shows while he's driving in 
the car. He is very impressed with so-ca II ed 
ordinary people's ability to analyze what's 
going on in sports. But he thinks it's all 
misdirected, that people don't spend that 
kind of energy worrying about things that 
do matter, either to their lives or to the 
lives of a lot of suffering people in the 
world. 

From your movie, I get the Impres- 
sion that what matters for 
Chomsky Is toppling the entire 
media structure. Or is he just out 
to educate people about how to 
watch media? 

A bit of both. I mean, I think he's 
advocating revolution. If people are ready 
for it. It's not the media. It's the corporate 
structure. I think you can have a democra- 
tized media, somehow, somewhere. He 
doesn't want to collapse a structure that 
does get information out to people. 

After Manufacturing Consent, I 
imagined CEO's sitting around 
making decisions at NBC news. 

I don't think it's that heavy. But I don't 
think you get to be a gate-keeper at NBC 
news unless you've internalized the values 
of that corporate system. You don't rise to 
that position if you're Noam Chomsky, no 
matter how smart you are, or how brilliant 
your analysis. 



A CBS executive told me that if 
they put the head of the Socialist 
Party on the news, they would get 
complaints — not from big execu- 
tives, but from viewers. 

I doubt they even know who the head 
of the Socialist Party is. You should call 
MacNeil-Lehrer and say, "Did you have a 
lot of negative reaction to Noam Chomsky 
being on the MacNeil-Lehrer Newshour?" 
He was on Bill Moyers' program — there 
were fifty programs in this series called "A 
World of Ideas." Noam was on for two half 
hours, and the producer of the program 
told me there were more requests for 
transcripts of Noam's two half hours than 
for any other program in the series. 

You confronted the editor of the 
New York Times and asked him why 
i their coverage of East Timor 
dropped radically after 1975. 

What was his excuse? 

Deadline pressure, haste, ignorance... I 
don't want to misquote him. I didn't 
confront him, I just asked him to tell me the 
story. He came up with a great line, and I 
was amazed that he could say this. He said, 
"You know, there's a saying about legisla- 
tion — that legislation is like making 
sausage, that the less you know about how 
it's done, the better for your appetite. The 
same is true of this business." Now what 
an incredible thing to say! You shouldn't 
know what's going on here - you 'II en joy y our 
newspaper better. Don't think about the 
process, 'cause you'll lose your appetite for 
news. What an admission! He tossed that 
off.. .it was incredible. 

I read the New York Times, and 
there's some pretty whacko stuff 
in there sometimes. 

The New York Times is a great newspa- 
per. I find it totally overwhelming. There's 
much one can learn from reading the New 
York Times. And there's much one can 
learn from reading Lies of Our Times, too, 
this other publication 
that's purely dedicated to 
the deceit and fabrication 
and everything else that 
goes on in the New York 
Times. 

And I think if the New 
York Times had any real 
integrity, it would give 
away copies of Lies of Our 
Times as a supplement, 
you know? I mean, in- 
stead of these little corrections like, "joe 
Shmoe was incorrectly identified as joe 
Bloe." Insert Lies of Our Times for a change! 
And see what the popular reaction is! 

One thing that Noam said — unfortu- 
nately, he's now saying it on the cutting 
room floor... But he says it's not so much a 
matter of what you read, it's a matter of 
how you read. So you can read anything. 
You can read Time magazine, and 
Newsweek, and the New York Times, and 
have a sense of what's going on. But you 
just have to keep in mind the filters that 
that information is coming through. 

Do you read these publications? 

Oh, I love going on airplanes, 'cause 
you can get all that stuff for free now! just 
help yourself! And it's great 'cause I can 
pick up all these right-wing things that I'd 
never lay a ffL.two bucks for, or what- 
ever. 

But you can really get some insight, I 
think. At home, I used to love it, 'cause my 
father would subscribe to Forbes magazine 
and all that, and they're very blunt about 
how things work. They revel in values I 



abhor, but they're very revealing, I think, 
and pretty honest about all that stuff. 

I thought your film contained 
comedic propaganda to sway the 
audience, to help manufacture 
consent regarding your beliefs. 

Why didn't you want to rely solely 
on fact? 

You're talking about the old War for 
Men's Minds, that '50s thing narrated by 
Lome Greene? That kind of propaganda 
clip? There was that one and there was 
another one called Democracy's Diary, 
about the New York Times — you know, 
"Nothing stays long hidden from the 
American newspaper reader." 

Yeah, these things were used as propa- 
ganda, of the time. I think people can see 
through all that stuff, but the values en- 
dure. Even when you talk to the guy at 
CNN, Ted Turner. I mean he's saying 
exactly the same thing — it's the standard 
view since a zillion years ago. "We're hon- 
est, we've got integrity, and everything's 
fine here at CNN." 

Did Chomsky say some strange 
things that you kept out of the 
movie? 

There was a thing about Tom Wolfe, 
and his article, "The Me Generation." And 
Noam thought the "Me" generation thing 
was cooked up, like in an ad agency, just to 
try to disempower people. Because he says 
students and younger people really do 
care about others and are willing to work 
to help other people. And if they kept 
getting told that they were selfish, and 
completely narcissistic and self-centered, 
eventually that might start to sink in. Be- 
cause you start going, "Well what's wrong 
with me? I'm not really like that" 

He didn't actually know that Tom 
Wolfe had written "The Me Generation." 
When I sent him the article, that was his 
introduction to it. But it all made perfect 
sense to him.

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Media choke on 
Spike Lee's potent joints 



f ome people can't inhale 
Spike Lee's Joints without chok- 
ing. Lee passes his weed to a 
viewing audience and loves know- 
ing they're taking in the good 
stuff. What he can't stand is a 
predominantly white media, who 
can't see through the smoke, ask- 
ing him for a toke. 

Lee would prefer the media 
were less interested in his anger 
and colour and more interested 
in his work. And he has good 
reason to. You won't see a review 
calling Coppola a great white 
director. It won't say he's mor- 
bid, nor that his violent latest film 
will be a catalyst to violence. It 
won't be said because Coppola's 
colour doesn't seem to matter. 
But Lee's does. 

That's why Lee antagonizes 
the press. Because they antago- 
nize him. 

A recent Esquire article about 
Lee is a case in point. Imagine the 
same style and attitude on a dif- 
ferent director. Make it a white 
director named Kevin Costner 
after filming Dances With Wolves. 

The headline would read some- 
thing like this: KEVIN COSTNER 
HATES YOUR CRACKER ASS.

am on the set of Kevin 
Costner's latest movie. I watch the 
white director talk to Black techni- 
cians; there are Black and white 
actors on the set. The elation — 
which began when I met and was 
pleasantly received by coffee- 
klatching white actresses — climbs 
another notch. It has been a long 
time since I have been on easy 
terms with white women. We had 
marched and sang together once: 
"We shall overcome... " 

I feel foolish. Myvanity, perhaps 
my arrogance, required so much 
more: curiosi ty and responsiveness 
and affinities. Shit. What if I told 
about the time Elvis and I got stoned 
together and he flirted first with me 
and then with my husband. 

Walking out of the building, six 
young white men appear, extend 
their hands and their love to Kevin 
Costner. He is greeted in a manner 
that suggests he is not only a 
moviemaker, but a prophet, a sav-, 
iour, a leader. 

My son played with the same 
interracial kids K.C's brother and 
Kevin himself hung with, Sam and 
Matthew. Does K.C. care ? No. Is 
there any reason he should care? 
Ordinarily when family histories 
touch, people do care. I am pain- 
fully conscious of being liable to the 
charge of offering my credentials to 
prove I'm an "acceptable" Black 
person. 

I've been crazy about one white 
man in my life; I wasn 't going to be 
a groupie. 

He rebuffs me at every turn. And 




he morbid white-Ameri- 
can has landed. Moviemaker Francis Ford 
Coppola sprawls on a Toronto hotel couch.

my anger leads me directly into 
stupidity. How dare he accuse me 
of assuming superiority? 

It occurs to me to wonder if all 
the good-looking white men I see 
in the recording studio would 
frighten me if I were to see them in 
a different context; walking toward 
me on a dark street. 

How racist am I? This is getting 
me down. 

I ask him if he has any intimate

■ ou get the picture. The dou- 
ble standard is obvious. Kevin 
Costner, Francis Ford Coppola or 
Woody Allen won't be asked if 
they ever had a Black girlfriend. 
Peoplearen'tgrapplingwith their 
anti-Semitism when they talk to 



Allen. 

But reporters who interview 
Lee have been known to lose 
themselves in self-analysis and 
pre-occupation about being a 
white person interviewing a Black 
person. That's what happened 
when Esquire magazine talked to 
him. And the outcome was not 
unlike the example above, ex- 
cept Costner changed to Lee and 
black to white. 

The article, like so many others 
before it, made him out to be a 
trouble-maker. Lee is portrayed 
to resent "those who just want to 
hold hands and sing 'We Are The 
World.'" His views are shot out 
but never explained. It trivializes 
a struggle and struggler who 
won't be pacified by the "peace- 
ful" image of inter-racial bonds. 



The first line in most articles 
about Lee call him a Black film- 
maker. There must be something 
more to the mention than pro- 
viding information considering 
most of the articles are 
complimented by his photo. 

Although his target audience 
is African-American, he insists 
non-Blacks can see his films. "You 
be specific, and by that you be- 
come universal. But trying to 
cross-over dilutes the message," 
Lee said. 

But this is his choice and 
shouldn't speak for all Black film- 
makers. 



I he Toronto Star recently 
quoted him saying, "I don't think 
Canada is immune to racism, 



nobody is. But you haven't got it 
perfected like the Americans have. 
Americans... have the patent on 
racism." 

Don't speak too soon, Spike. 
Canada has a patent on the ulti- 
mate scam. It's perfected the 
British technique of politely smil- 
ing and waving, providing the 
world a good show, while stab- 
bing you in the back. 

In the great "white" north, 
Blacks are sold a multicultural 
mosaic. Keep your culture and 
practise free speech butjustwatch 
what you do and say. 

When Black people stir up the 
status quo they're not commit- 
ted or concerned, they're angry 
and controversial. Many report- 
ers ask questions of Black people 
they would never ask anyone else. 
David Letterman once asked 
Eddie Murphy about how many 
rooms he had in his house and 
how much money he made. 
Murphy asked if he had a special 
set of questions he saved only for 
Black guests. 

Lee is a filmmaker, director, 
producer, actor, author and lec- 
turer, but in too many eyes he is 
only a Black man trying to make 
it in a white man's world. 

He wasn't "angry" when he 
recently fielded questions from a 
group of Toronto reporters. He 
spoke highly of his trip to Africa 
and its impact on him. 

Like Malcolm before him, Lee's 
"anger" is called irrational, mind- 
less, even racist. And like Malcolm 
it seems misunderstood more 
than anything. 

Anger is an emotion, as with 
love and happiness. It is prob- 
lematic howwe let theselemotions 
guide our behaviour. Shouldn't 
hearing about the killings of 
Michael Wade Lawson or Lester 
Donaldson elicit anger? And any 
Black person who doesn't feel 
anger is psychologically blind. 

Lee made Malcolm X with a 
PG13 rating to eliminate any 
possible excuses teachers might 
use to discourage using the film 
for educational purposes. 

When asked to spell out his 
message to young people, Lee 
said he wants them to see the 
film, and read the book it is based 
on, Alex Haley's The Autobiogra- 
phy of Malcolm X. 

Reviewers must be Critical of 
Lee's work. And there is plenty to 
criticize. But the colour or his skin 
is not the issue. 

Lee won't call himself a spokes- 
person. Consider him a 
filmmaker. And pro- and anti- 
Spike alike should take in his latest 
joint. Regardless of what the 
media say about him, you can 
trust the quality of his latest batch. 

And don't forget to inhale.

Crazy? ace is Ayoung Montréal 
band feeling their way around 
the club curcuit and the studio. 
They are being initiated as musi- 
cians, forced to channel their 
worth through music's business 
pipeline. 

Their debut recording 
Somewhere in Leicester 
Square was released this 
year. The result is a collec- 
tion of marching 
melodies, a texture that 
will carry over nicely into 
the citadels of bar-rock. 

The drummer plays a du- 
bious role, and the sound 
is unfortunately muffled 
on this otherwise respectable 
homegrown effort. 

The beat seems very busy try- 
ing to keep apace of the three 
other musicians, who share roles, 
all doing guitar, bass and vocal 
work. Steve Robertson explained 
that this composition provides 
for "subtle personality changes 
while allowing everybody to ex- 
press themselves." 

Indeed, Crazyface seems to 
have met with some very posi- 
tive audience responses. With 
dirt under their fingernails, the 
band is building repute for the 
high energy shows they consist- 
ently deliver. 

Theirs is a sound of many 



colours, developing and some- 
what rough. Crazyface plays 
what they call "electric groove 
music, with a hint of grunge, 
finesse music based on virtuoso." 

Their open-endedness needs 
to be curbed. Summoning the 




desired natural flow does not 
translate into tight, original mu- 
sic. Their music is almost without 
form, meditated and executed. 

The thrash factor, as in "Bro- 
ken", makes use of this positively. 
In "Music Keeps Me Alive" Levy 
writes, "There's almost nothing 
I won't sing." What's supposed 
to be a revolution of expressional 
appetite comes off as the pent 
up hunger of someone who con- 
tinually stands up too fast. 

Let ambition speak for itself 
and do so with "high energy." 
But with a little focus to form, 
style and musicianship Crazyface 
could come to resemble a new 
band.

Women in the Shadows & Wisecracks • NFB, 1992

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The National Film Board is 
showing two movies this week 
and giving the proceeds to com- 
munity organizations. 

The first film is Women in the 
Shadows. Its screening will ben- 
efit the Native Women's Shelter 
and the Native Friendship Cen- 
tre. The second movie is 
Wisecracks, and it is playing to 
benefit the Montréal Sexual As- 
sault Centre. 

Women in the Shadows is a 
documentary about a Métis 



woman's search for her roots. 
Métis filmaker Christine Welsh 
retraces he' foremothers' steps 
to rediscover her heritage. 

Barbara Mitchell of the NFB 
said the film offers an historical 
perspective by describing what 
was done to Native women in 
the 1 700s when men from the 
Hudson Bay Company took 
them as wives. 

"They were called 'Native 
wives', but were never legally 
married to the men," said 
Mitchell. "They had no legal sta- 
tus from the beginning." 

Métis are not considered sta- 
tus Indians, and they have not 
been very involved in land claims 
discussions. This film offers an 
opportunity to learn about Métis, 
often overlooked as a group. 

Screening a film by a Métis 
woman to benefit Native or- 
ganizations is a way of bringing 
together the Native community, 
said Mitchell. 

Wisecracks is a documentary 
about women comedians. 
Whoopi Goldberg is just one of 
many performers who appear. 
Mitchell and Debbie Trent of 
the Montréal Sexual Assault Cen- 
tre both said the goal of the 
screening is to have an upbeat 
evening. 

"It's important to show a 
happy film so people can enjoy 
themselves while contributing 
to something important," said 
Trent. 

Mitchell said women come- 
dians are often overlooked in 
the entertainment industry, and 




this movie illustrates that women 
are often more enjoyable come- 
dians than men. 

This is the third year of NFB 
benefits for the Montréal Sexual 
Assault Centre. Trent said that 
the benefits are a wonderful way 



of raising money for many rea- 
sons. They don't cost the Sexual 
Assault Centre anything, and 
require little energy — which is 
a precious commodity at the 
Centre — to organize. 

The five-dollar contribution 
makes the benefit accessible to 
many, and is still cheaper than a 
regular film. Last year the Cen- 
tre raised $1000, and two years 
ago $1500. 

"These benefits are very im-
